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CoMMioi  of  tlie  Irtli  Carolii  BajM  State  CoiTeition. 


1.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  three  male  representa- 
tives from  each  white  Association  in  the  State  in  fellowship  with  us,  of  one  annual 
male  representative  appointed  by  the  churches  for  every  $xo  contributed  to  its 
funds,  provided  that  no  church  shall  have  more  than  lo  representatives,  and  of 
such  male  life  members  as  have  been  made  so  by  the  payment  of  $30  at  any  one 
time  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  No  one  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Convention  who  is  not  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Baptist 
church  in  fellowship^with  us,  and  no  other  life  members  shall  be  made. 

2.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Convention  shall  be  to'encourage  and  support 
Wake  Forest  College  ;  to  educate  young  men  calledJof^God  to  the  ministry  and 
approved  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong  ;  to  encourage  education  among 
all  the  people  of  the  State  ;  to  support  the  gospel  in  all^destitute  sections  of  the 
State  and  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  ;  to  send  the  gospel  to  the  nations 
that  have  it  not  ;  to  encourage  the  distribution  and  study  of  the  Bible  and  a 
sound  religious  literature  ;  to  assist  Baptist  churches  in  the  erection  of  suitable 
houses  of  worship  ;  to  encourage  the  proper  care  of  indigent  orphan  children 
and  destitute  and  aged  ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  to  co-operate  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  all  its  departments  of  labor. 

3.  The  Convention  shall  meet  annually,  on  Wednesday  after  the  second 
Sabbath  in  November,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

•  4.  The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents, 
a  Recording  Secretary  and  an  Assistant,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  and  five  Trustees,  all  of  whom,  except  the  Trustees,  who  shall 
serve  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  elected  annually. 

5.  The  President  shall  preside  and  enforce  order  in  accordance  with  Dr, 
Mell's  Parliamentary  Practice.  One  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  President. 

6.  The  Recording  Secretary  and  his  Assistant  shall  record  the  proceedings, 
collect  and  preserve  statistics  of  the  denomination,  and  publish  and  distribute 
the  minutes. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  represented  in  the  Convention  ;  make 
public  acknowledgment  of  the  same  each  week  through  the  Biblical  Recorder; 
give  his  bond  to  the  Trustees  ;  forward  at  least  once  a  month  all  contributions 
to  their  destination  ;  at  every  meeting  of  the  Convention  make  a  full  report  of 
his  receipts  and  disbursements  ;  and  on  retiring  from  his  office  turn  over  to  his 
successor  all  moneys,  papers  and  books  belonging  thereto. 

8.  The  Trustees  shall  secure  and  hold  the  title  to  any  and  all  property  be- 
longing to,  or  which  may  be  acquired  by  the  Convention,  and  take  a  suffi- 
cient bond  of  the  Treasurer.     The  terms,  conditions  and  amount  of  the  bond 
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shall  be  fixed  by  the  Trustees,  and  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  give  his  bond  within  thirty  days  after  his  election,  the  Trustees  shall  have 
power  to  elect  a  Treasurer.     They  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention. 

9.  The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  ex- 
amine carefully  all  the  receipts,  disbursements,  vouchers,  papers  and  books  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  his  certificate  to  the  facts  in  the  case  shall  be  attached  to 
the  Treasurer's  report. 

10.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  solicit  contributions  to  the  objects  of 
the  Convention,  assist  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the  employment  and  payment 
of  Missionaries,  and  laljor  to  promote  the  cultivation  and  development  of 
Christian  benevolence.    ' 

11.  The  Education  Board  shall,  so  far  as  it  may  be  able,  assist  promising  and 
indigent  young  ministers  seeking  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  more  efficient 
preaching  of  the  gospel. 

12.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  encourage  the  churches  10  give  liberally  to 
all  the  objects  of  the  Convention  ;  so  far  as  the  means  at  its  disposal  will 
allow,  supply  all  destitute  portions  of  the  State  with  faithful  and  efficient 
Ministers  of  the  Gospel ;  give  pecuniary  aid,  so  far  as  can  be  secured,  for 
building  houses  of  worship  at  proper  points  in  the  State,  and  in  cases  where 
pecuniary  aid  cannot  be  given,  commend  them  to  the  beneficence  of  the 
churches  ;  and  co-operate  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  all  the 
departments  of  its  labor. 

13.  The  Sunday  School  Board  shall  encourage  the  distribution  and  study  of 
the  Bible  and  a  sound  religious  literature  in  the  homes,  in  the  churches,  and 
in  the  Sunday  Schools ;  encourage  Sunday  School  Conventions  and  Insti- 
tutes ;  continue,  and,  so  far  as  it  may  be  able  and  the  growth  of  this  work 
shall  require,  enlarge  the  Sunday  School  Supply  Store,  and  co-operate  with  the 
Sunday  School  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

14.  There  shall  be  an  Auditor  of  the  Sunday  School  Supply  Store,  who, 
prior  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  shall  examine  carefully  all  the 
receipts,  disbursements  and  expenditures,  vouchers,  papers,  books  and  stock  on 
hand,  and  his  certificate  to  the  facts  in  the  case  shall  be  attached  to  the  report 
on  the  Supply  Store. 

15.  The  Boards  shall  be  appointed  annually  and  report  to  each  session  of  the 
Convention. 

16.  The  Conventional  year  shall  close  one  week  before  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  body. 

17.  The  Boards  of  the  Convention  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  their  respect- 
ive officers,  and  that  of  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

18.  This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  annual  session  by 
two-thirds  of  the  representatives  present  voting  in  the  affirmative. 


FIFTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

OF    THE 

BAPTIST  'STATE  CONVENTION. 


Reidsville,  N.  C,  Nov.  nth,  1885. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  met  in  the 
Baptist  church  at  Reidsville  this  morning  at  10  o'clock,  and 
was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Bro.  JOHN^C.  SCARBO- 
ROUGH, of  Selma,  who  invited  Elder  C.  A.  JENKENS,  of  New- 
bern,  to  conduct  the  opening  services.  "  All  hail  the  power 
of  Jesus  name,"  was  sung,  the  103d  Psalm  was  read,  and 
Elder  T.  H.  Pritchard,  of  Wilmington,  offered  prayer. 
Singing,  "  My  hope  is  built  on  nothing  less." 

The  President  appointed  Bro.  P.  A.  DUNN,  and  Elders  GEO. 
W.  Greene  and  C.  C.  Haymore  as  the  committee  on  Cre- 
dentials, 

The  committee  reported  109  delegates  enrolled. 

The  President  appointed  Elders  M.  V.  McDuFFiE  and 
J.  F.  TuTTLE  as  tellers,  and  the  Convention  went  into  the 
election  of  President. 

On  motion  of  Elder  W.  A.  NELSON,  it  was  ordered  that 
where  a  church  had  failed  to  appoint  delegates,  and  breth- 
ren were  present  from  said  churches,  that  the  question  of 
their  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Credentials. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  ballots  cast  for  President 
had  not  secured  an  election. 

Another  ballot  was  had,  resulting  in  the  election  of  Elder 
C.  T.  Bailey,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

Elder  Bailey  being  escorted  to  the  chair,  was  welcomed 
by  the  retiring  President,  and  expressed  his  surprise  at  the 
honor  bestowed  upon  him,  and  thanked  the  Convention  for 
the  same,  asking  their  forbearance  in  the  discharge  of  the 
work  before  him. 
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Elder  C.  Durham  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  nominate  the  remaining  officers  of  the  Convention, 

The  President  appointed  Elders  C.  DURHAM,  W.  R. 
GwALTNEY  and  W.  T.  Jordan  as  said  committee.

On  motion  of  Elder  T.  H.  Pritchard,  the  report  of  the 
committee  was  adopted. 

Eider  W.  L.  Wright,  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  for  his 
people  and  of  the  citizens  of  Reidsville,  welcomed  the  dele- 
gates and  visitors  to  the  hearts  and  homes  of  the  people. 

By  request  of  the  President,  Elder  Thos.  E.  Skinner, 
of  Raleigh,  responded  to  the  address  of  welcome. 

The  committee  on  Credentials  reported  the  names  of 
other  delegates,  raising  the  number  present  to  125. 

Elder  J.  D.  Hufham  offered  a  series  of  resolutions  con- 
cerning the  building  of  the  Memorial  Baptist  Church  in 
Greenville,  N.  C,  which,  at  his  request,  lie  on  the  table  for 
the  present. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  SCARBOROUGH,  after  amendments,  the 
following  hours  of  meeting  and  adjournment,  were  fixed  :

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  Noith  Carolina  : 

Another  year  is  passed,  and  its  achievements  are  recorded.  It  has  been  a 
period  of  wonderful  blessings  to  us  as  Baptists.  From  all  parts  of  the  world 
most  encouraging  reports  have  been  received  of  God's  dealings  with  his  people. 
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STATE   MISSIONS. 


This  department  of  our  Master's  work  has  continued  to  grow,  and  its  success 
has  been  so  great  that  your  Board  has  commissioned  seventy  missionaries  this 
year,  to  carry  the  gospel  of  peace  to  the  destitute  regions  of  our  beloved  State. 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  tabulated  statement,  their  reports  are 
unusually  encouraging: 

It  is  a  matter  of  special  gratification  to  be  able  to  state  that  two  of  the  three 
counties  in  Eastern  Carolina  which  have  been  so  long  without  Baptist  churches 
now  have  organizations,  which,  properly  cultivated,  we  hope  soon  to  see  devel- 
oped into  large  and  flourishing  churches.  There  is  peculiar  promise  in  the  little 
band  of  workers  organized  at  Bayboro,  in  Pamlico  county. 

But  Hyde  county  is  still  without  a  Baptist  church,  or  a  Baptist  preacher. 
And  there  is  no  resident  minister  of  our  faith  in  Dare,  PamSto,  Washington, 
Greene,  nor  Alleghany  counties  ;  and  but  one  minister  each  in  Beaufort, 
Pitt,  Lenoir,  Jones,  Onslow,  Edgecombe,  Wilson,  Martin  and  Tyrrell  counties. 
And  there  are  frequent  cries  which  come  up  to  your  Board  from  these  sections 
earnestly  pleading  for  the  bread  of  life.  In  turn,  the  Board  asks  the  Baptists  of 
the  State  for  means  to  send  men  into  this  v.a*  destitution.  Our  motto  is  : 
"  North  Carolina  for  Jesus  Christ,"  and  we  shall  not  rest  satisfied  until  this 
object  is  attained.

The  new  arrangement  inaugurated  last  year  for  employing  our  young  minis- 
terial students  during  their  vacation  has  shown  some  results  this  year.  Nineteen 
of  the  young  brethren  did  effective  work,  as  their  reports  will  show,  aggrega- 
ting So  weeks,  75  protracted  meetings  attended,  300  sermons  preached,  witness- 
ed 932  professed  conversions  and  472  baptisms,  and  collected  §710.95  to  aid 
them. 

CONCLUSION. 

There  is  a  great  deal  to  encourage  iis,  when  we  look  back  over  the  year's  labors. 
We  have  passed  through  one  of  the  most  trying  periods,  financially,  in  our  his- 
tory. And  at  several  times  it  seemed  as  if  utter  want  would  drive  some  of  the 
missionaries  from  the  field.  But  they  stood  like  heroes,  battling  against  every 
obstacle,  until  they  came  off  conquerors. 

We  regret  to  have  to  report  a  small  indebtedness,  but  greatly  rejoice  that  it  is 
no  larger.  In  fact,  it  is  a  source  of  congratulation  that  so  little  debt  is  upon  us, 
when  we  consider  the  larger  outlays  made  this  year,  the  increased  number  of 
missionaries,  and  the  extensive  fields  occupied. 

A  large  number  of  new  fields  are  opening  to  us  and  several  of  them  have 
sent  up  urgent  petitions  to  be  brought  before  the  new  Board  for  aid.  Shall  we 
enter  these  inviting  fields  and  thus  go  forward  in  this  great  work,  or  shall  we 
stop  at  what  we  are  already  trying  to  do?  The  action  of  this  Convention  will 
be  the  answer  to  this  important  question.     God  grant  that  it  may  be  favorable.

Phillips  have  been  en- 
gaged in  successful  mission  work  in  the  Yadkin  Association. 

Elder  J.  F.  Tuttle  says:  "  The  outlook  in  my  field  is  hopeful.  *  *  *  *  I 
feel  sure  that  the  crisis  is  past." 

Elder  J.  W^.  Perry  thinks  the  outlook  is  brightening  at  Statesville. 

Elder  T.  J.  Rooke  writes:  "The  increase  on  my  field  has  been  something 
more  than  fifty  per  cent,  during  the  year." 

Elder  J.  A.  Hoyle  has  been  so  successful  that  his  church  is  no  longer  depen- 
dent upon  the  Board. 

Elder  J.  K.  Faulkner  has  labored  very  faithfully  in  Lincoln  county. 

Elder  J.  B.  Marsh  has  accomplished  much,  but  has  been  hindered  for  want  of 
a  house  at  Newton. 

Elder  W.  J.  Bumgarner  has  been  richly  blessed  of  the  Lord  this  year. 

Elder  W.  A.  Pool  has  pushed  forward  the  work  at  Lenoir  and  hopes  soon  to 
have  a  church  there. 

Elder  N.  B.  Cobb  has  held  meetings  at  all  his  stations  which  yielded  most 
gratifying  fruits. 

Elder  E.  N.  Gwyn  still  battles  for  the  Lord's  cause  in  the  Brier  Creek  Asso- 
ciation. 

Elder  C.  C.  Haymore  is  elated  at  the  success  that  has  attended  his  labors 
this  year. 

Elder  C.  M.  Murchison  says:  "  The  Lord  is  blessing  us  far  beyond  our  most 
sanguine  expectations." 

Elder  E.  F.  Jones  is  performing  most  valuable  service  as  colporter  in  the 
Three  Forks  Association. 
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OUTSIDE    MISSIONARY    WORK. 

Besides  the  Missionaries  who  have  been  laboring  under  appointment  from  our 
Board,  several  of  the  Associations  have  sent  out  men  in  their  own  bounds. 
Among  these  are  the  following:  In  the  Liberty,  Elder  A.  P.  Stokes  reports 
25  sermons,  15  religious  visits,  and  5  prayer  meetings  held;  Elder  J.  A.  Sum- 
mey,  7  sermons  and  4  families  visited.  In  the  Kings  Mountain,  Elder  G.  M.  Webb 
added  26  members  at  one  mission  station,  where  a  house  is  building.  Elders  C. 
Felmet  and  P.  R.  Elam;  in  the  Atlantic,  Elder  D.  F.  Aman;  in. the  Little 
River,  Elders  A.  N.  Campbell,  H.  W.  Graham,  T.  J.  Hunt  and  J.  M.  Holle- 
man;  two  others  in  the  Cedar  Creek;  three  in  the  South  River;  P.  Oliver 
in  the  Beulah;  J.  M.  McManaway  and  J.  C.  Barkley  in  the  Tar  River;  D.  Gil- 
liland,  in  the  Chowan,  reports  14  addresses,  30  sermons,  17  Sunday  Schools  vis- 
ited and  $80.00  collected;  in  all  eighteen.  These,  with  our  regular  Mission- 
aries and  Ministerial  Students,  make  just  107. 

FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

Since  your  last  meeting  the  Foreign  Board  has  sent  one  additional  missionary 
to  Mexico,  and  is  about  to  send  two  to  reinforce  Dr.  Yates  in  the  Central  China 
mission.  In  the  mean  time  three  valuable  missionaries  have  died,  Mrs.  Pruitt, 
Mrs.  Holcombe  and  Mrs.  David.  Consequently  our  foreign  missionary  force  re- 
mains the  same  as  twelve  months  ago — 50.  Of  these  three  have  not  yet  gone  to 
their  fields,  and  two  have  been  seeking  restoration  of  health  in  this  countrj' ; 
while  a  number  of  those  on  the  field  have  so  lately  gone  that  they  have  been 
able  to  do  little  besides  study  language. 

Still  much  prosperity  has  attended  the  work.  The  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  in  May  gives  the  following  statistics:  Native  assistants,  57;  stations,  30; 
church  members,  1,323;  baptisms,  203;  pupils  in  school,  in  Mexico  93,  in  Brazil 
40,  in  Africa  195,  in  China  145,  in  Rome  32. 

In  Mexico  and  Brazil  our  missionaries  have  suffered  much  persecution,  but 
God  has  continued  his  blessing. 

The  Foreign  Board  makes  an  earnest  appeal  for  $100,000  ;  of  which  sum 
North  Carolina  Baptists  are  asked  to  give  $8,000.  That  this  amount  is  needed 
will  be  evident  from  the  fact  that  seven  years  ago,  when  about  $32, ooowas  given 
annually,  we  had  only  1 1  missionaries,  now  we  have  50.  And  certainly  the 
amount  asked  of  us  is  not  above  our  just  proportion. 

The  contributions  from  our  State,  however,  have  fallen  much  below.  From 
1st  Nov.,  1884,  to  27th Oct.,  1885,  the  Board  received $4,790.43,  less  by  $388.37 
than  was  reported  at  your  last  session.  Likewise  the  amount  reported  from 
North  Carolina  at  the  last  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  only  $4,456.71,  or 
less  by  $104.93  than  at  the  previous  session. 

It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that  we  shall  not  go  backward  but  forward  in  this 
great  enterprise;  and  that  whereas  only  half  our  churches  now  contribute  to 
sending  the  gospel  "  to  the  nations,"  we  shall  all  join  in  the  work. 

No  State  is  so  thoroughly  evangelized  by  the  Baptists  as  ours,  and  therefore 
we  ought  to  be  foremost  in  evangelizing  the  heathen. 
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Moreover,  after  many  long  years,  God  has  inclined  some  of  our  own  number 
to  go  to  the  heathen.  Brethren  R.  T.  Bryan  and  D.  W.  Herring  are  about  to 
carry  the  Word  of  Life  to  the  multitudes  of  China.  Is  not  this  the  Master's  call 
for  more  prayer  and  more  liberality  and  more  sympathy  in  this  work  ? 

Besides,  such  a  work  must  grow  or  die.  "  It  is  the  nature  of  the  missionary 
spirit  to  go  forward  or  to  die."  Our  venerable  missionary  at  Shanghai  has  cried 
to  us  for  help  until  his  voice  grows  faint.  Soon  it  will  be  silent.  Let  us  arouse 
ourselves  to  give  him  not  only  two,  but  all  the  men  he  needs. 

[Note — From  the  Treasurer's  report  it  will  be  seen  that  $4,992.00  has  been 
sent  up  to  him  for  Foreign  Missions  this  .ear.  To  this  should  be  added  $325.93 
sent  to  Dr.  Tupper  direct;  making  the  total  receipts  for  Foreign  Missions  this 
year  35.3^7-93-  This  i.'m  the  largest  amount  ever  raised  by  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists for  this  object,  and  yet  it  is  $2,682.07  less  than  the  amount  we  are  asked 
for — $8,000.] 

HOME    MISSIONS. 

We  give  some  extracts  froift  the  excellent  report  of  Dr.  I.  T.  Tichenor  to  the 
late  Southern  Baptist  Convention: 

"  There  is  no  State  in  the  South  where  missionary  work  is  more  needed,  or 
promises  a  more  ample  harvest  than  in  Arkansas.  *  *  *  * 

"Of  her  seventy-five  counties,  the  county  seats  of  twenty-five  have  no  Bap- 
tist church,  nor  house  of  worship.  And  in  the  others  there  is  scarcely  one  which 
contains  a  church  strong  enough  to  support  a  pastor.  The  forty  thousand  Bap- 
tists of  this  State,  scattered  over  her  large  territory,  need  to  be  unified  and  or- 
ganized for  work.  Though  some  of  our  noblest  men  are  reckoned  among  her 
Baptist  people,  they'need  help  from  abroad  to  accomplish  this  work.  *  *  *  * 

"  What  we  have  said  of  Arkansas  is  in  many  respects  true  of  Louisiana.  In 
this  State  our  Baptist  strength  is  located  mostly  in  the  northern  part.  There 
are  twenty-eight  parishes,  or  counties,  which  are  destitute  of  Baptist  preachers. 
The  field  is  a  hard  and  difficult  one.  Still,  undeterred  by  these  difficulties,  we 
ought  to  press  forward  into  these  uncultivated  places,  and  sow  the  gospel  seed 
beside  all  her  waters.  *  *  *  * 

"  Our  work  in  New  Orleans  is  making  steady  and  hopeful  progress.  During 
the  year  the  Board  has  paid  the  installments  falling  due  on  both  the  property 
occupied  by  the  first  church,  and  the  lot  bought  for  the  Valance  Street  Mission. 
*  *  *  * 

"  Should  our  efforts  to  establish  this  interest  on  a  permanent  foundation  be 
successful,  the  future  of  our  denomination  will  be  most  cheering.  With  the 
vantage  ground  then  attained,  we  will  be  ready  to  move  forward  more  rapidly 
than  ever  before.  Our  real  work  will  then  be  just  begun.  The  great  contest 
will  still  be  before  us,  but  we  will  go  forward,  planting  mission  after  mission 
and  church  after  church,  until  the  whole  city  is  permeated  with  Baptist  influ- 
ence. In  this  work  we  shall  have  the  aid  of  the  Baptists  of  the  city,  who  al- 
ready are  coming  to  our  help.  Our  Industrial  Schools  have  been  found  of  great 
value  to  our  work  in  opening  the  doors  of  many  homes  to  our  missionaries,  and 
bringing  many  families  under  our  influence.  *  *  *  * 

"  Our  mission  work  among  the  Indians  has  been  highly  prospered  during  the 
year.  There  have  been  many  baptism?  and  restorations  to  the  churches.  The 
Levering  School  has  been  overflowing  all  the  year.  During  the  year 'the  efforts 
of  the  Board  to  arouse  a  spirit  of  missions  among  the  people  have  begun  tO' 
bear  fruit.  The  two  Associations,  that  of  the  Creeks  and  that  of  the  Choctaw 
and  Chickasaw  Churches,  have  united  to  support  a  missionary  among  the  wild 
tribes,  while  the  Creeks  have  appointed  Bro.  James  Colbart  as  a  missionary  in 
their  own  bounds.  *  *  *  * 
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"  In  Texas  there  have  been  employed  twenty-eight  missionaries  in  the  Coii- 
vention  and  fifty-three  in  the  General  Association.  The  vast  destitution  pro- 
duced by  the  tide  of  immigration  spreading  westward  and  southward  over  the 
immense  area  of  this  State  is  not  to  be  supplied  even  by  twice  this  number  of 
the  heralds  of  salvation.  With  an  extent  of  territory  equal  to  that  of  six  aver- 
age States  of  the  South,  Texas  requires  nearly  six  times  the  missionary  work  of 
any  one  State  east  of  the  Mississippi  river.  *  *  *  * 

"  The  success  of  our  work  there  in  the  years  that  are  past,  as  well  as  at  the 
present  time,  betokens  that  Texas  is  rapidly  becoming  the  strongest  of  our 
Baptist  States.  In  the  not  distant  future  her  mighty  legions  will  perform  no 
insignificant  part  in  the  conquest  of  the  other  countries  for  Him  whose  right  it 
is  to  reign.     *  *  * 

"  No  one  of  our  fields  of  labor  is  more  inviting,  offers  greater  promise  for  the 
future,  or  has  greater  needs  in  the  present,  than  Florida.  Rapidly  settling  up 
with  a  population  such  as  never  immigrated  to  any  other  State,  possessing  capa- 
bilities for  the  support  of  its  inhabitants  not  excelled  by  those  of  any  other  part 
of  our  country,  with  a  climate  which  has  none  like  it  on  the  globe,  it  must 
always  be  the  resort  of  thousands  whose  physical  necessities  require  them  to 
seek  its  life-giving  air.  Important  towns  are  rising  along  the  line  of  its  rapidly 
extending  railroads,  in  every  one  of  which  we  ought  to  organize  a  Baptist 
church  and  build  a  house  of  worship.     *  *  * 

"  In  co-operation  with  the  Convention  of  Western  North  Carolina,  the  Board 
has  supported  twelve  missionaries.  Our  work  here  has  been  most  encouraging. 
In  no  part  of  our  field  have  the  results  been  greater  than  in  this.  This  section 
of  the  State  is  rapidly  assuming  an  importance  which  makes  its  claims  impera- 
tive upon  the  Board. 

"  Its  people,  long  shut  in  by  their  mountain  ranges,  find  their  country  by  the 
construction  of  railways  thrown  open  to  the  great  world  without.  Sources  of 
wealth  never  dreamed  of  start  into  existence  about  them.  Their  pure  moun- 
tain air  with  its  life-giving  qualities  is  sought  by  many  who  dwell  in  less  favored 
climes.  Health  resorts  are  springing  up  on  eveiy  hand.  New  demands  are 
made  upon  them.  It  is  a  matter  of  the  highest  importance  that  their  religious 
improvement  should  keep  pace  with  their  material  advancement. 

"  As  new  centres  of  influence  are  developed  new  churches  must  be  established, 
new  houses  of  worship  must  be  built.  These  brethren  are  addressing  them- 
selves to  the  demands  of  these  new  conditions  with  a  wisdom  and  an  earnest- 
ness worthy  of  imitation  on  other  fields."

REPORT  OF  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

To  the  Baptist  State  Cottvention  of  IVorth  Carolina  : 

The  condition  of  our  Sunday  School  work  was  never  more  favorable  than  at 
this  time.  And  our  people  are  coming  more  and  more  to  see  the  importance  of 
this  great  power.  One  of  the  most  encouraging  features  is  the  continuance  of 
such  a  large  number  of  our  schools  through  the  winter  months.  Our  churches 
have  seen  the  wonderful  influence  of  this  factor  in  the  success  of  the  Lord's  king- 
dom, and  many  of  them  have  so  fitted  up  their  houses  of  worship  as  to  make 
them  not  only  comfortable,  but  really  attractive.  This  has,  of  course,  told 
materially  upon  the  growth  and  permanence  of  the  Sunday  School  cause. 

Another  cause  for  congratulation  is  found  in  the  fact  that,  through  the  agency 
of  our  Sunday  School  Supply  Store,  a  very  much  larger  number  of  the  schools 
have  been  induced  to  take  and  use  the  Lesson  Helps  and  periodicals  which  are 
now  furnished  at  such  low  rates.  And  we  are  glad  to  state  that  the  orders  for 
such  helps  have  increased  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  over  last  year's  figures. 

Your  Board  found,  during  the  spring,  that  it  was  possible  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  Bro.  W.  F.  Sherwin  in  a  Sunday  School  Institute,  for  a  few  days,  which 
was  held  in  Raleigh.  After  this,  it  was  deemed  inexpedient  to  hold  a  State  Sun- 
day School  Convention  this  year. 

OUR  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  SUPPLY  STORE. 

It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  report  this  new  enterprise  in  a  prosperous  and 
most  gratifying  condition.  A  very  much  larger  number  of  our  churches  and 
Sunday  Schools  have  ordered  their  supplies  through  the  Supply  Store,  and  the 
labor  entailed  has  so  greatly  increased  that  your  Board  was  compelled  to  employ 
additional  aid  for  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  This  has,  of  course,  increased 
the  expenses  of  the  office,  and  yet,  after  paying  all  claims,  the  finances  are  in  a 
better  condition  than  ever  before,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Within  the  last  year  aid  has  been  given,  for  longer  or  shorter  periods,  to  for- 
ty-two young  ministers,  all  at  Wake  Forest  College.  It  is  gratifying  to  report 
that,  notwithstanding  the  wide-spread  financial  depression  growing  out  of  a 
succession  of  poor  crops,  the  receipts  of  the  Board  last  year  exceeded  those  of 
the  previous  year  by  seven  hundred  dollars  ($700).  The  debt  reported  at  your 
last  session  has  been  reduced  to  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($350).  If  the 
Convention  will  raise  this  amount,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  meet  expenses  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Six  of  our  beneficiaries  graduated  last  June,  of  whom  two  have  entered  the 
Seminary  and  the  rest  are  in  active  service  in  the  State.  At  present  we  are 
aiding  thirty  brethren.  Four  other  young  preachers  are  defraying  their  own 
expenses.

On  motion,  the  report  on  State  Missions  was  reconsider- 
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ed,  and  was  made  the  special  order  for  2:30  p.  m.  this  after- 
noon. 

Elder  Jordan,  for  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  offered 
by  him,  reported  a  substitute,  which,  after  remarks  by 
brethren  Jordan,  J.  E.  Ray,  J.  D.  Hufham  and  others, 
was  not  adopted. 

Elder  C.  Durham  read  the  following  which  was  adopted  : 

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Soon  after  the  close  of  our  last  session  the  Treasurer,  according  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Constitution,  gave  to  us,  as  Trustees,  his  bond  in  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such  officer. 
This  bond,  in  all  of  its  parts,  was  perfectly  satisfactory  to  all. 

C.  Durham,  Chairman  Board  Trustees. 

The  special  order,  the  Report  of  the  Sunday  School  Board, 
was  called,  and  the  report  was  discussed  by  Elders  STRICK- 
LAND, Babb  and  Bro.  SCARBOROUGH,  and  the  report  was 
then  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  hour  immediately  following  the  discussion 
on  Home  Missions  on  Saturday  was  set  for  hearing  the  re- 
port of  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wake 
Forest  College  concerning  the  state  of  the  finances  of  the 
college. 

The  special  order,  the  consideration  of  Elder  Hufham's 
resolutions  concerning  the  building  of  the  Memorial  Church 
in  Greenville,  was  called.  The  resolutions  were  read,  and 
on  motion  to  adopt,  remarks  were  made  by  Elders  THOMAS 
Carrick,  J.  D.  HUFHAM,  T.  W.  Babb  and  others,  and  sub- 
scriptions were  given  to  relieve  the  church  of  a  mortgage 
amounting  to  near  $5,000,  and  the  resolutions  were  adopted 
as  follows : 

Whereas,  Our  brethren  in  Greenville  did  undertake  to  build  a  house  of  wor- 
ship which  should  commemorate  the  organization  of  this  body  ;  and  whereas, 
they  were  encouraged  to  hope  for  aid  from  their  brethren  throughout  the  State  ; 
and  whereas,  in  the  prosecution  of  this  enterprise  they  have  become  seriously 
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embarrassed,  involving  a  gentleman  not  a  professor  of  religion,  who  from  his 
faith  in  the  Baptists  made  heavy  advances  for  carrying  on  the  work ;  therefore, 
Resolved,  That  steps  be  taken  during  this  session  to  relieve  the  present  in- 
debtedness of  the  church  in  Greenville  at  the  earliest  day  practicable. 

On  motion  of  Elder  J.  S.  PUREFOY,  the  President  ap- 
pointed the  following  brethren  a  committee  to  negotiate  for 
the  lifting  of  the  mortgage  and  to  receive  the  money  for 
the  same:  Brethren  W  H.  Pace,  Noah  BiGGS,  J.  S.  PURE- 
FOY,  J.  M.  Heck  and  P.  A.  Dunn.

REPORT  OF  committee  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  WAKE 
FOREST  COLLEGE. 

During  the  Conventional  year  now  closing  there  has  been  a  gratifying  change 
in  the  condition  of  our  college. 

THE    NEW   PRESIDENT 

Has  shown  himself  fully  equal  to  the  requirements  of  the  important  office  to 
which  he  was  elected  just  a  year  ago.  His  administration  has  been  character- 
ized by  great  wisdom,  by  unflagging  zeal  and  energy,  and  by  the  most  delicate 
tact  in  handling  the  difficult  and  perplexing  questions  pertaining  to  his  posi- 
tion. The  other  members  of  the  Faculty  have  co-operated  with  him  very 
heartily  in  all  things.  It  would  be  hard  to  find  elsewhere  a  body  of  men,  of 
rare  ability  and  ripe  scholarship,  devoting  themselves  with  such  harmony  and 
singleness  of  heart  to  the  great  work  which  has  been  given  them  to  do. 

THE   PATRONAGE 

shows  an  increase  of  24  per  cent,  during  the  present  session.  The  whole 
number  of  students  in  actual  attendance  is  157,  the  largest  number  ever  present 
during  a  fall  session.  The  health  and  deportment  of  the  young  men  have  been 
good.  They  are  devoting  themselves  with  great  industry  and  enthusiasm  to 
the  prosecution  of  their  studies.  Notwithstanding  the  failure  of  the  crops 
throughout  the  eastern  portion  of  the  State  and  the  low  price  of  cotton,  the 
indications  are  that  the  number  of  young  men  now  in  attendance  will  be  con- 
siderably increased  during  the  spring  session. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  present  endowment,  bearing  interest,  is  $102,999.82.  All  this  money  is 
securely  invested.  Besides  this  there  are  two  buildings  valued  at  $12,000  each, 
A  third  building,  with  library  and  apparatus,  is  valued  at  $18,000,  making 
$42,000  in  buildings,  &c.  These  buildings  are  all  in  good  condition  and  in- 
sured in  safe  companies.  Within  the  last  twelve  months  additions  to  the  amount 
of  $800,  mainly  with  the  view  of  fitting  up  a  laboratory  and  equipping  the 
department  of  analytical  chemistry,  which  is   now  in   successful  operation,  has 
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been  made.  There  is  a  floating  debt  of  $7,100,  created  before  the  raising  of 
the  present  endowment  ;  but  this  amount  is  covered  by  $11,000  of  assets,  amply 
sufficient  to  pay  the  debt. 

THE   PROSPECTS 

of  our  college  are  in  many  respects  inspiriting.  The  Baptists  of  the  State  are 
now  more  than  ever  united  and  enthusiastic  in  their  devotion  to  it,  as  is  shown 
by  the  endowment  which  they  have  given  out  of  their  poverty,  and  by  the  steady 
and  increasing  patronage  which  they  are  bestowing  upon  it.  Nor  is  this  devo- 
tion unmerited.  The  alumni,  filling  positions  of  honor  and  usefulness,  and 
achieving  success  in  the  walks  of  business  and  professional  life  in  our  own  State 
and  in  other  States,  justify  the  belief  that  the  institution  which  they  have 
founded  is  worthy  of  their  toils,  their  gifts,  their  confidence  and  their  love. 

We  call  attention  to  one  shadow  which  lies  across  the  path  of  our  own  col- 
lege and  of  other  similar  institutions  in  the  State  :  the  policy  of  the  State  in 
reference  to  college  education.  The  State  institution  at  Chapel  Hill  covers 
substantially  the  same  ground  and  conferring  substantially  the  same  degrees,  is 
the  rival  of  the  other  colleges  in  the  State.  Not  content  with  the  advantage 
which  accrues  from  the  prestige  of  a  State  institution,  it  has  been  three  times 
in  succession  recommended  by  the  Governors  of  the  State  that  tuition  be  made 
free  at  the  State  college.  There  is  no  indication  that  this  purpose  has  been 
abandoned.  The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  therefore  confronted  by  the 
prospect  of  this  state  of  things  if  the  wishes  and  purposes  of  the  authorities  are 
carried  out.  The  Baptists  of  the  State,  after  having  invested  a  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  to  carry  on  the  business  of  college  education,  meet  the 
State  as  a  rival  on  the  same  field. 

In  this  view  of  the  case  it  becomes  our  duty  to  utter  our  emphatic  protest. 
We  are  also  called  on  to  labor  with  fresh  zeal  and  energy  for  our  college.  It 
fills  a  place  absolutely  essential  to  the  highest  measure  of  prosperity  and  useful- 
ness of  the  denomination  and  of  great  importance  to  the  work.

CONDITION  AND  PROSPECTS  OF  THE    BAPTIST   ORPHANAGE. 

In  Raleigh,  during  the  last  session  of  this  body,  an  Association  was  organized 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Baptist  Orphanage  in  North  Carolina.  A  charter 
was  obtained  through  the  Legislature,  enabling  the  Association  to  receive 
money,  hold  property  and  carry  out  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  Associa- 
tion. The  Orphanage  has  been  located  at  Thomasville.  One  hundred  and 
seventy-one  acres  of  land  have  been  purchased  and  paid  for.  One  hundred  and 
thirty-five  acres  more  have  been  purchased,  on  which  one  payment  has  been 
nmde  ;  another  to  ba  made  in  a  few  days.     One  house,  the  gift  of  Elder  John 
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Mitchell,  son  of  W.  W.  Mitchell,  has  been  completed,  and  it  will  be  opened  for 
the  reception  of  orphans  as  soon  as  the  furniture,  which  is  expected,  shall  be 
received.  Another  house,  the  gift  of  John  Watson,  will  soon  be  finished.  A 
house,  the  gift  of  Noah  Biggs,  will  be  built  as  soon  as  possible.  Three  other 
houses  are  provided  for,  to  go  up  during  the  approaching  spring.  These,  when 
completed,  will  accommodate  one  hundred  and  fifty  orphans,  each  house,  one 
story  high,  being  designed  for  twenty-five  chQdren.  The  location  is  all  that  could 
be  desired  and  all  the  arrangements  thus  far  have  been  made  with  great  wisdom 
and  good  taste.  The  Baptists  of  the  State  have,  almost  without  solicitation  or  ap- 
peal, given  for  this  enterprise  with  a  liberality  which  is  without  a  parallel  in  our 
history. 

It  is  a  matter  for  profound  thankfulness  that  it  hath  entered  into  the  hearts 
of  the  brethren  to  establish  this  institution  and  to  carry  it  on  thus  far  with  such 
noble  liberality.  The  ends  which  it  has  in  view  are  high  and  heavenly,  and  the 
prayers  and  gifts  of  the  Baptists  of  the  State  may  well  go  out  to  it  freely.

A  Constitution,  submitted  by  J.  L.  Carroll,  was  presented 
and  adopted,  as  follows  : 

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  the  corporators  named  in  the  act  of 
Assembly  chartering  it,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  elected  at  any  meet- 
ing. The  members  shall  be  of  two  classes:  First,  Hottoraty,  who  may  be 
elected  on  account  of  their  reputation  or  the  knowledge  of  a  special  interest  in 
historical  subjects.  Secondly,  Regular  members  who  shall  pay  one  dollar  an- 
nually to  defray  the  expenses  and  promote  the  objects  of  the  Society;  Provided, 
That  a  single  payment  of  ten  dollats  shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  annual 
payment  of  one  dollar,  making  one  a  life  member. 

OFFICERS. 

Art.  II.  The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing, and  hold  office  until  a  new  election. 

EXECUTIVK   COMMITTEE. 

Art.  III.  An  Executive  Committee  of  five,  any  three  of  whom  shall  be  a 
quorum  to  transact  business,  shall  be  chosen  annually  and  hold  office  until  a 
new  election.  They  shall  hold  and  manage  the  property  of  the  Society,  pro- 
vide a  suitable  place  for  preserving  books,  manuscripts  and  other  memorials  that 
may  be  collected,  and  do  what  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Society  as  specified  in  the  act  of  incorporation.  The  officers  of  the  Society 
.shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

DEPOSITORY. 

f^ART.  IV.  The  books,  manuscripts  and  other  memorials  that  may  be  collected 
shall  be  deposited,  if  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made,  in  some  room  at 
Wake  Forest  College. 
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AMENDMENTS. 


Art.  v.  Alterations  in    this  Constitution  may  be  made   only  at  an  annual 
meeting,  and  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

The  number  of  our  missionaries,  native  and  foreign,  is  105;  their  stations  ana 
out-stations  are  42;  the  increase  of  membership  has  been  203;  the  pupils  of 
the  Sunday  and  day  schools  number  684;  our  church  membership  is  1,241;  the 
contributions  on  the  fields  amount  to  $1,077".  the  home  receipts  have  been 
$87,047.83.  The  work  is  expanding  signally  in  each  of  the  five  continents  m 
which  our  missionaries  labor.  Next  year  at  least  five  chapels  should  be  built, 
and  at  least  ten  additional  missionaries  should  be  sent  out.  Our  Mexican  en- 
terprise needs  a  heavy  outlay  of  money.  Into  all  our  advances  the  Board  has 
been  led  seemingly  by  the  hand  of  Providence.  The  past  inspires  gratitude; 
the  future  stimulates  faith.  The  Board  expects  to  go  forward,  depending  on 
the  liberality  of  the  churches  and  claiming  the  promise  of  the  Saviour  :  "  And. 
lo!  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  world." 
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
